IN RE: SB716 by Harris (relating to the periodic review of the child support guidelines. ),
Committee Report 1st House, Substituted

No significant fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would amend the Family Code relating to the periodic review of child support guidelines. The
bill would remove the requirement that standing committees review and recommend revisions to the
guidelines for child support under Chapter 154 before each regular legislative session and instead
require the Office of Attorney General (OAG) Child Support Division to review the child support
guidelines every four years (instead of by December 1st of each even-numbered year) and report the
results to the standing committees. The bill would provide that theinitial report required from the Title
IV-D agency must be submitted no later than January 1, 2013. To the extent the bill would result in
savings at the OAG for reports submitted every four years rather than every two years, the savings are
not anticipated to be significant. The bill would take effect September 1, 2011.
